Mr»  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  313^ 
December,  1971^ 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  this  year  shov/ed  a rise  of 
approximately  6%,  although  the  adjusted  birth  rate  fell  to  a fi^re 
Just  in  excess  of  the  comparable  National  level,. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  also  fell  to  a level  less  than  that  of  England 
and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  import- 
ance v/ere  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  cancer  and  respiratory 
disorders. 

The  remaining  vital  statistics  v/ere  very  satisfactory  and  the  peri-natal 
mortality  rate  remained  less  than  the  comparable  figure  for  the 
Administrative  County. 

During  the  year  there  was  a substantial  fall  in  the  recorded  incidence 
of  infectious  disease.  This  was  due  to  far  fev/er  notifications  in 
respect  of  measles. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  once  again,  to  thank  the 
Chairnan  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encouragement,  understand- 
ing and  support  during  the  year,  I have  received  every  possible 
assistance  from  your  Pablic  Health  Inspector  and  Clerk, 
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In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Divisional 
Administrative  Officer,  Mr,  L,  S.  Wrigg,  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Office  for  their  hard  work  and  excellent  support  during  the  year.

3%  of  total  births  registered,  compared  with  3,k%  in  1970. 
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The  jRegistrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  the 
births  in  1971,  which  relates  the  proportion  of  ¥/oaen  of  child-bearing 
ago  in  the  area  v/ith  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude 
birth  rate  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted 
birth  rate  which  is  comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other 
districts  and  with  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a vdiole.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  your  district  was  16.9  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as 
compared  vn.th  20.5  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  1970  and  compared 
with  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths 

There  v;ere  2 stillbirths  in  your  area  last  year,  compared  v/ith  2 in  the 
previous  year.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  13,8  per  1,000  total  births,  as 
compared  with  12.2  for  the  previous  year  and  with  12,5  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  69,  comprised  of  34  males  and 
35  females.  The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  10.8  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  12.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  and  with  11.6  per  estimated  population  for  England  and 
7/ales.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance 
were:  heart  and  circulatory  disease,  cancer  and  respiratory  disease. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  3 infant  deaths  in  Darfield  last  year,  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  of  21.0,  compared  v/ith 
18,5  for  the  previous  year  and  v/ith  17.5  for  England  and  Wales,

Medical  Officer  and  the  Divisional  Schools  Medical  Officer  for  division 
No»  25  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  One  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  employed  by  the  Council,  he  also  undertakes  the  duties  of  the  Surveyor.

Other  centres  are  situated  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and  Rotherham,  and 
patients  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  are  at  liberty  to  attend  at  the 
centre  of  their  choice.  Treatment  is  completely  confidential. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic, 
Church  Street,  Darfield,  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m. 

Relaxation  and  post-natal  classes  v/ere  continued  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  v/as  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Wakefield.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  invostigyation  is  undertaken 
and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  undxsr  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical  analysis 
v/ere  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County 
Council. 

Ambulance  Service

Scarlet  Fever 

2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  compared  with  5 cases  in  the 
previous  year.  The  disease  was  in  general  mild  in  character  and  no  case 
required  hospitalisation^ 


Measles 

This  compares  with 
73  cases  occurring  in  the  previous  year. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria,  '.^/hooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  Since  the 
introduction  of  the  computer  scheme  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  it 
is  no  longer  possible  to  give  separate  district  figures  as  in  previous 
Annual  Reports.  2 cases  of  V/hooping  Cough  were  notified. 
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Poliomyelitis 


No  Notification  in  respect  of  this  disease  was  received  during  the  year. 
Vaccination  against  the  disease  continued  during  1971.  As  in  the  case 
of  Diphtheria,  and  \i/hooping  Cough  immunisation,  1 must  emphasise  the 
importance  of  protection  of  the  child  in  early  infancy. 

Infectious  Jaundice 

This  is  now  a notifiable  disease.  During  the  year  one  notification  in 
respect  of  this  disease  was  received  as  against  none  in  1970. 

Tuberculosis 

One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and  no  deaths  from  the 
disease  occurred  during  the  year.  Considerable  effort  is  made  each- 
year  to  offer  protection  with  B.C.G.  Vaccine  to  the  children  entering 
the  Secondary  Schools.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority  of 
parents  allow  their  children  to  receive  protection  against  Tuberculosis 
at  the  commencement  of  secondary  school  education.

Vital  Statj  sties 

A table  of  ccriparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the  County- 
districts  in  the  Division.  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  authority 
in  assessing  hov;  each  stands  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation 
to  the  County  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division 
at  mid  1971  was  78,650,  compared  with  79,610  in  the  pre-vious  year. 

The  -natural  increase  in  population  showing  the  number  of  births  o^ver 
deaths  was  4-54  in  1971,  compared  with  435  in  the  previous  year. 

?■  irths 

Tte  i-'imber  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Di -vision  in  1971  was 
l,:':..t  coapared  with  1,337  in  1970.  This  is  equivalent- to  a crude 
birth  rate  of  16.9  per  1,000,  compared  with  l6.8  per  1,000  in  the 
pre-vious  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  78  in  1971. 

This  represents  5.8%  of  the  total  births,  compared  with  7.0%  in 
1970  and  6.5%  in  1969. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  l6  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with  17  during 
1970.  This  gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  11.9,  compared  with  12.6  in 
1970  and  with  12.5  for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Di-vision  after  the  addition  and 
subtraction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  879,  which  was  23 
less  than  in  the  pre-vious  year.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for 
-the  Division  of  11.2,  as  compared  with  11.3  in  1970, 


Maternal  Mortality 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  was  no  death  from  this  cause  during 
the  year.  The  maternal  mortal! -by  ]s.te  for  the  Division  was  Nil, 
compared  vath  0.10  for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0,17  for 
England  and  Wales.

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  20  infant  deatlB  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  v;hich 

5 occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with  18  and  8 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  15.0,  compared  with  13.5  for  the 
previous  year  and  with  17.5  for  England  and  VJales. 

The  5 infant  deaths  occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  were  so 
premature  as  to  be  below  the  age  of  viability.  This  means  that  had 
they  not  breathed  they  woifLd  not  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths, 
but  rather  as  miscarriages,  and  as  such  would  never  have  entered  the 
official  statistics  at  all.  This  demonstrates  the  importance  of  this 
factor  as  a contributory  c^use  of  death  in  early  infancy.  Of  the  20 
babies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age,  14  were  born  in  hospital  and 

6 at  home. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births 
was  13.0  for  the  division,  compared  withh  24.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Diphtheria.  Tetaniis,  Whop-ping  Oough  and  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

Pre-school  children  The  West  Piiding  computer  scheme  of  routine 
immunisation  continued  to  operate  smoothly  during  the  year  and  resulted 
in  a very  high  immunisation  rate  for  these  diseases.  As  explained  in 
previous  reports,  records  of  these  procedures  are  now  stored  centrally 
and  it  is,  therefore,  no  longer  possible  to  present  local  district 
statistics  as  in  the  past. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

During  the  year  there  was  a change  of  ministeri.al  policy  and 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  no  longer  recommended  as  a routine 
procedure  in  infancy. 

Measles  Immunisation 

The  scheme  for  routine  immunisation  of  susceptible  children  against 
Measles  at  the  age  of  sixteen  months , using  a Schwantz  t^/pe  of 
strain  of  vaccine  ofproven  efficacy  and  safety,  was  computerised  in 
the  early  part  of  1970.  The.  procedure  was  well  accepted  and  the 
following  table  shov;s  that  1,191  children  received  Measles  vaccine 
d\aring  1971,  compared  vrith  1,129  during  1970.

The  number  of  children  exa;  lined  at  routine  medical  inspection  rose 
slightly  during  the  year  to  a total  of  1,718.  The  method  of 
"selective"  medical  inspection  continued  in  the  case  of  children 
attending  junior  and  senior  schools  in  the  Division. 

During  the  year  it  proved  impossible,  once  again,  to  recruit  a full- 
time Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Departmental  Medical 
Officer.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  placing  the  full 
responsibility  for  medical  administrative  duties  and  all  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  duties  for  the  constituent  District  Councils  in 
the  Division  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

This  \ms  not  really  a satisfactory  state  of  affairs  from  the  long 
term  point  of  view  as  it  was  necessary  in  these  circumstances  to 
"streamline"  duties  in  order  to  ensure  that  importauit  and 
essential  matters  received  a reasonable  amount  of  attention.  It  has 
at  times  proved  to  be  impossible  to  attend  to  all  matters  of  a routine 
or  non-essential  nature.  I cannot  praise  too  highly  the  assistance 
and  co-operation  I have  received  from  the  administrative  staff  of 
the  Divisional  Health  Office  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and 
other  Officials  of  the  District  Councils  du)'’ing  what  has  proved  to 
be  another  trying  and  difficult  year,  I regret  to  say  that  the 
outlook  as  regards  medical  staffing  of  the  department  seems  even 
more  gloomy  than  in  the  past,  and  is  unlikely  to  improve  in  view 
of  the  forthcoming  proposed  changes  in  Local  Government  and  Health 
Service  administration  in  1974. 

3.C.G.  Vaccination 

Routine  Mantoux  testing  and  3.G.G.  Vaccination  continued  during 
1971.  A total  of  827  children  entering  Senior  Schools  in  the 
Division  were  vaccinated  against  Thbereuilosis . The  results  of 
vaccin.ation  scheme  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

Rubella  Immunisation 

Protection  against  Rubella  in  susceptible  girls  in  their  fourteenth 
year  of  life  continued  and  parents  were  allowed  the  choice  of  ha.ving 
the  procedure  carried  out  at  either  school  or  the  family  doctor's 
surgery.  The  majority  of  parents  took  advantage  of  the  scheme  which 
is  aimed  to  prevent  the  development  of  congenital  defects  as  a result 
of  Rubella  infection  dur'ing  subsequent  early  pregnancy. 

353  doses  were  given  during  1971. 

Speech  Theraoy 

After  a long  period  during  wh-ich  it  proved  impossible  to  recruit  a 
speech  therapist,  we  were  fortunate  to  engage  lirs,  J,  M.  Pearson  as 
part-time  speech  therapist  in  May,  1970.  Later  in  that  year  Mrs. 

L.  Warden  commenced  duty  on  a sessional  basis  aid  it  was  ^^ossible 
to  extend  the  service  to  all  parts  of  the  Division  and  deal 
adequately  v/ith  the  severe  cases  of  speech  handicap.

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MIDWIFERY  AM)  MATEMITY  SERVICBS 


An  important  development  during  the  yeax  was  the  opening  of  the 
general-pra.ctitioner  unit  for  maternity  cases  in  Anril.  Patients 
booked  for  the  unit  are  delivered  by  the  district  midwife  in  the 
urJ-t  and  given  post-natal  nursing  care.  The  majority  of  cases 
were  able  to  enjoy  early  discharge  hone  from  the  unit.  The  scheme 
appears  to  be  working  quite  successfully  and  has  been  well  accepted 
by  the  domiciliaiy  midwives  and  general  practitioners. 

During  the  period  April  to  December  51  cases  were  delivered  by 
domiciliary  midwives  in  the  unit. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliai’y  midwives  fell  to  352 
compared  with  368  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  1,028 
institutional  confinements,  comnared  v/ith  982  in  1970.  The 
proportion  of  patients  delivered  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes 
rose  from  12.5%  to  77.4$^  in  1971. 

The  proportion  of  domiciliary  patients  receiving  some  f onn  of 
analgesia  was  73.7%.

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Screening  Techniques 

The  Guthrie  test  for  phenylketonuria  was  performed  as  a routine 
procedure  on  all  new  born  babies  in  the  area.  One  case  of  this 
rare  but  serious  disease  was  detected  during  the  year  and  referred 
to  the  Paediatrician  f or  investigation  and  treatment. 

Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  bom  in  the  Division 
to  discover  cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such 
cases  are  discovered  early  the  treatment  is  of  much  shorter 
duration  and  the  results  enomously  improved.  As  a resodt  of  this 
screening  technique  no  less  than  35  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation;  thereby 
qualifying  for  early  treatment  of  the  condition. 

Routine  Hearing  Tests  in  Infants 

A computer  scheme  which  was  introduced  into  the  Division  in  Plarch, 
1968,  continued  during  1971.  The  scheme  enabled  the  Health 
Visiting  staff  to  perform  simple  routine  hearing  tests  on  all 
young  babies  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine  months.  The 
purpose  of  the  scheme  is  to  detect  serious  loss  of  hearing  as 
soon  as  possible,  preferably  before  speech  has  been  acquired, 
jippointments  are  made  automatically  by  the  computer  and  the 
information  provided  by  the  tests  is  recorded  centrally.  Follow-up 
appointments  when  indicated  are  also  arranged, 

VJomen’s  Screening  Clinic 

The  screening  clinic  which  commenced  early  in  I968,  continued 
during  the  year,  and  1,119  women  attended.,  compared  with  963  women 
in  1970.  Sessions  were  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
mornings  by  appointment.  The  results  of  the  screening,  clinic  for 
1971  are  shown  on  the  following  table.

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The  clinic  continued  to  be  very  popular  with  the  women  and  the 
results  show  the  undoubted  value  of  screening  procedures  in 
women.  One  case  of  early  cancer  of  the  uterus  was  detected 
during  tlie  year  and  the  patient  was  referred  to  the  Consultant 
Gynaecologist  for  treatment,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
general  practitioner. 


Health  Education 

The  year  shovrs  a continuation  of  the  increasing  number  of 
sessions  being  used  by  the  nursing  staff  in  all  forms  of 
health  education.  The  mothers'  clubs,  relaxation  classes, 
young  wives'  clubs  and  other  activities  are  thriving  with 
ancillary  staff,  e.g.  speech  therapist,  being  brought  into 
widen  the  scope  of  the  syllabus. 

Health  Education  in  Schools  poses  many  problems.  The  sizes 
of  the  classes  receiving  informiation  about  the  social 
problems  of  today,  e.g.  venereal  diseases,  smoking  and  drugs, 
are  too  large.  One  wonders  how  many  of  the  fifty  to  a 
hundred  children  who  may  be  listening  to  the  dangers  of  drug- 
taking are  really  assimilating  the  information  being  given 
in  this  environment.  One  would  have  to  nearly  double  the  size 
of  the  health  visiting  staff  to  be  able  to  split  these  groups 
into  a more  manageable  size. 

I vjould  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  members  of  the 
divisional  staff  who  have  willing].y  given  up  so  much  of  their 
time  in  preparing  work  to  be  presented  in  the  various  spheres 
of  education. 
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Family  Planning 

Early  in  the  year  a family  planning  clinic  was  established  at 
the  WombisTell  Clinic,  in  co- operation  with  the  Family  Pl.anning 
Assooiation.  The  aim  of  the  clinic  was  to  give  a fully 
comprehensive  fanily  planning  service  for  patients  mainly  in 
the  Wombwell  and  Darfield  areas,  and  at  the  same  time  ease  the  . 
pressui’e  on  the  central  clinic  premises  situated  in  Queens  Road, 
Barnsley.  During  the  year  the  clinic  was  viell  attended  and  has 
proved  to  be  a success. 


Health  Visiting 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  first  visits  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors  in  1971.  Other  visits  made  are  no  longer 
recorded  and  the  information  is,  therefore,  no  longer  available 
for  statistical  purposes.

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Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing  Attachment  Schema 


The  scheme  of  attachment  of  Health  Visiters  and  Home  Nurses  to  general 
practitioners  was  continued  during  the  yeox. 

In  July  appointments  were  made  of  three  "First  Line  Managers"  in  the 
domiciliary  nursing  services,  one  "mqnager"  for  each  of  the  main 
branches  of  nursing,  i.e.  health  visiting,  homa  nursing  and  domiciliary 
midwifery.  These  appointments  are  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  made  in  the  ^Uayston  Report,  which  recommends  the 
development  of  a management- type  stiaicture  in  the  domiciliary  nursing 
service  analogous  to  the  Salmon  structure  in  the  hospital  nursing 
services.  The  recommendations  of  the  Mayston  Report  have  been 
accepted  by  the  West  Riding  Sounty  Council.

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  during  the  year..  46,234  visits  were  made,  compared 
with  50,211  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  cases  attended 
by  the  home  nurses  shewed  a fall  of  3%.  These  were  in  the  main 
geriatric  cases.  Attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  general, 
practitioners  means  that  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  break  doTO  work 
into  areas.  Analysis  of  work  is  still  possible  in  clinical 
varieties  and  is  shown  below.

Excellent  liaison  was  maintained  v/ith  tlie  Gonsiiltant  Geriatrician 
in  the  form  of  weekly  meetings  at  the  Mount  Vernon  HospitaJ.  attended 
by  tie  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or  the 
Senior  Home  Nurse  and  a member  of  the  Staff  of  the  West  Riding 
Social  Services  Department,  together  with  the  Consultant 
Geriatrician,  Dr.  P.  K.  Ramaswami,  and  the  hospital  social  worker. 
Discussions  took  place  both  with  regard  to  the  a.dmission  and 
discharge  of  geriatric  patients. 

Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

This  service  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  from  the  Manie 
Curie  Trust,  8 cases  requiring  night  nursing  were  assisted 
during  1971. 

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  showed  a decrease  of  17. 

I feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  continue  to  encourage 
patients  to  make  every  effort  to  visit  the  chiropodist  at  his 
clinic  or  surgery  mther  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not 
only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more  expensive  to  provide  but 
it  is  felt  that  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by  the  social 
contacts  mads  whilst  attending  the  clinic.  There  was  an  increase 
of  4%  in  the  number  receiving  domiciliary  treatment  during  the  year.

Home  Help  Service,  Child  Mindin>;  and  Mental  Health  Service 

The  creation  of  a new  Social  Services  Department  occurred  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  and,  as  a result,  the  above  services 
were  handed  over  to  the  new  department  on  the  1st  July,  The  main 
services  included  the  Home  Help  Service,  Mental  He.alth  Services, 
including  the  provision  for  sub- normal-  adult  patients,  the 
registration  of  child  minders  and  arrangements  for  admission  to 
convalescent  homes.  The  Junior  Training  Centre  and  the  Special 
Care  Unit  at  Wombwell,  which  cater  for  mentally  sub-normal  and. 
severely  sub- normal  children  up  Id  the  age  of  16  years  were 
transferred  to  the  Education  Department  at  the  same  time. 
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
